There were 104 deaths from cholera, and one death from 
plague.

Tho distribution of cholera deaths was &a 
follows: Calcutta 29 ; Eowral 16 ; Malegaon 16 ; Nabadwip 13; 
Bhatpara 8 ; Hooghly, Chineura and Madias 4 each ; Burdwan 
3 ; Sorampur, Raipur, and Tinn annamalai 2 each ; Allaha- 
bad, Budge-Budge, Titageih, Akola , Tan] ore and Bellaxy 
one each. The one death from plague was recorded in 
Ahmednagar, 

(B) Indian States. — Th© births and deaths recorded in 
Indian States were 1,367 and 048 representing biith and 
death rates of 36*9 and 17*0 per thousand of the population 
respectively.
